REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are now pending in the application. Claims 2-18 have been withdrawn 
from consideration. Remaining Claims 1 and 19 have been finally rejected upon brand 
new art (Russo, U.S. Patent No. 5,336,002), the Office Action indicating that the new 
ground of rejection was necessitated by Applicant's amendment of the claims. In this 
situation, "[t]he applicant who is seeking to define his or her invention in claims that will 
give him or her the patent protection to which he or she is justly entitled should receive 
the cooperation of the examiner to that end, and not be prematurely cut off in the 
prosecution of his or her application." MPEP 706.07. Accordingly, Applicant requests 
that the enclosed Amendments be entered as placing the application in condition for 
allowance or if the Examiner has any comments or suggestions that could place this 
application in even better form, the Examiner is requested to telephone the undersigned 
attorney at the below-listed number. 

Claims 1 and 19 have been finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 
103, respectively, over Russo. The Russo keyboard includes alphanumeric keys. Each 
alphanumeric key includes three characters-an alphabetic character, a numeric character, 
and a symbol character. The alphabetic characters are generated by depression of the 
multiple-character keys. In order to type the numeric character for numerical data entry 
(or a symbol character), a "special function" "keyswitch" or "shft-keyswitch" key must 
be depressed by the thumb simultaneously with depressing the multi-character key with 
one of the fingers of the same hand. During normal numerical data entry, data entry 
operators who need to input vast amounts of numerical data by touch and into data entry 
fields, using the Russo keyboard, would have to depress the Tab key each time the data 
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entry field was to be changed and then press the "keyswitch" or "shft-keyswitch" key to 
switch the multi-character alphanumeric key to its number function while simultaneously 
pressing the multi-character alphanumeric key. Numerical data entry in Russo thus 
requires depression of two buttons at the same time — the "keyswitch" or shft-keyswitch" 
key and the multi-character key for every single number. To then press the "tab" key to 
move data entry fields would thus require removal of the thumb from the special function 
key to the "tab" key and back again to the special function key to generate the numeric 
character in the new data entry field. Thus, a user of the Russo keyboard would not move 
the fingers of his or her first hand only between the tab key and the dedicated numeric 
keyboard section for numerical data entry into data fields as claimed in amended Claim 1 . 
Similarly, depression of at least one number key in the numeric keyboard section for 
numerical data entry does not consecutively follow the changing of the data entry field as 
now claimed in amended Claim 19. These Amendments were not earlier presented as 
Russo is a brand new reference. In Russo, depressing the "keyswitch" or "shft- 
keyswitch" key is an intervening step between the tab key and at least one number key. 
Furthermore, that Russo requires this additional step teaches away from Applicant's 
claimed invention which is directed to dispensing with additional movements generally. 
Accordingly, Russo does not anticipate or make obvious Applicant's invention as now 
claimed. 

Based on the foregoing Amendments, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 102 
and 103 rejections based on Russo is respectfully requested. Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Amendments be entered as placing the present application in condition 
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for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and withdrawal of the Final Rejection and an 
early Notice of Allowance are requested.
